MAY IT PLEASE YOUR GRACE, 


Tux great importance of the following 
subject will apologize for the intrusion of 
this letter; and the wisdom exemplified in 
the management of government affairs, 
evincing that punctilio gives way to general 
utility, I will make free to go on with the 
subject, without further preface. 
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Having been an eye witness to the si- 


lent distresses of the poor, ever since the 
harvest in 1799, in North Wales, Cheshire, 
and Lancashire ; 1 beg leave to suggest, 


what, I trust, might be beneficial to the 


public---(if government think well of it.) 


Firſt, To take directly, a general ac- 


count of the stock of wheat, barley, and 


oats, in the warehouses, granaries, barns, 
stocks, &c. throughout the kingdom, either 


by the excise officers, or other officers ap- 


| pointed: The result of this would be a real 


information obtained, at a cheap rate. 


By an antient statute of one of the 
king Edward's, it was enacted, that when 

grain of the beforementioned descriptions, 
were brought to market, they should not 
be carried back therefrom by the owner; 
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but should be exposed again repeatedly, at 


every following market-day, till the same 


was sold. If not repealed, such regulati- 


ons favor the public and the poor in 
particular! 


Secondly, A description of persons cal- 
led badgers, are of great detriment to the 
public; as, by driving about the countries 
with samples in small bags, they raise the 


prices of grain (to the injury of the con- 


sumer) and thereby prevent the article 


being brought to open market, as was for- 


merly happily prattised ! 


Thirdly, The abolition of these badgers, 
or, at least, the abuses repeatedly and daily 


committed by them, is the general wis! 


and prayer of the whole nation! 


These badgers have of late bought 
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up the potatoes, bacon, cheeſe, Sc. and 
most articles of consumption, of the neces- 
saries of life. As also, wheat, barley, 
oats, &c. in the field landing : perhaps 
nothing less than making it felony, could 
restrain them from the latter practice! 


The prices of wheat at Liverpool 
during last winter, and the spring follow- 
ing, to millers, bakers, and the trade in 
general, were kept up very high, notwith- 
standing the immense importations, &c. 
under various fresh pretexts; and particu- 
larly on the part of the merchants, bro- 
kers, &c. &e. (termed there corn-jews.) 
About the middle of June last, the weather 
being cold, by the prospect of the present 
harvest, appeared at that time likely to be 
a very backward one; and, to add to the 
distresses of the poor, they boldly ven- 
' tured to predict, would be an unfavourable 
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one, and hurt or prejudice, as was the 


case the year before ; for want of the sun, 


ripening the grain! But the weather 


clearing up suddenly, about the first week 


in July last, they were constrained much 
against their will, to sell at 238. then 228. 
6d. 228. and after so low as 218. per 


bushel, in the following week. 


Divine Providence favouring us with 


fine weather, from the 12th of July for a 


f constancy to the end of August, baffled 
their nefarious designs: and, aided by the 


uninterrupted continuation of daily arrivals 


of grain, forced them to drop the prices, 


from 218. to 20s. 198. 188. 178. 16s. and 


afterwards by different falls, to 128. 


This occasioned many long faces 


among them; as, in the middle of August, 
it was the general opinion of the trade, 
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that the price of wheat would drop to 108. 
and under, per bushel. This appearance 
cheered and revived the drooping hopes of 
the poor: but alas, it was but for a short 


time! for an account coming by the 

London news papers, of the king of 
Prussia having laid a duty upon the expor- 
tation of grain from his dominions, the 


prices were instanuly as rapidly raised | 


again! 1 


Perhaps this was the only assistance, 
they could possibly have had, to favor 
their raising the prices again. The daily 

arrivals from America, Dantzick, &c. ever 
Iince, abating nothing of their resolutions, 
and cruel combinations, for keeping up the 
hrices of gram ! © | 


By a subscription at Warrington, the 


poor are there served, with 121b, of flour, 


which is some relief to them!

I am sorry to add, that it has been 


frequently asserted at Liverpool, by mer- 


chants, brokers, &c. &c. that they would, 


as much as in them lay, constantly oppose 
the governments interfering (as they term 
it) in the importations, as were so wisely 
and happily done for the relief of the 


nation. 


To remedy these and the like other 


abuses, 1 beg leave to have the honor of 
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suggesting to the Lords in council and his 
Majesty's honorable privy council, that, as 
it does not seem consonant to the spirit of 
the laws of the realm and the liberty of the 
subject, to attempt to force a landholder, 
farmer, & c. to sell his property against his 
will; yet, as the Salus Populi, should ever 
outweigh the ill effects of his avarice, I 
beg leave to propose laying a tax of so 
much per cent, on per quarter, bushel, or 
other measure, or description of weight, on 
every person holding grain, whether in 
warehouses, (which would effect and cure 
the impositions of the out- ports) barns, 
stacks, &c. &c.---viz, In proportion 
to the quantity of grain they hold, 
to be required to furnich a proporti- 
onable weekly supply to the market: 
and, for e che same, to be 


taxed - — - = - - -0r 80 much for the

doubling, trebling it, &c. &c. 


As water finds its level, so may the 
price of corn be in some measure ascer- 
tained, by what has just occurred.

though, 1 do not, in any wise agree with

The fostering hand of government, (ever 


prompt to do good) may, by such a tax,

It would appear invidious to point 
out any particular places, but very sorry 
am I to add, that an immense quantity of 
grain has been, and still is daily spoiling by 
ne with Wan, c.

But should it appear that at this time, 
or at any other future period, there be, 
(which God forbid) any REAL SCArcity of 
grain; in order not to leave the public at 
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the mercy of these merciless dealers and 


famine mongers, let government with- 


out delay import grain, and have depots | 


(or granaries) in the different counties, ac- 
cording to the size and regulation of the 
same. | 


And I wish here to impress, the wise 
example set by Switzerland, (many years 


past) holding up a regular and constant 


supply of two years quantity of grain, for 


consumption in the public granaries. I 
fear, that the cruel French fraternization 
has totally broke through this very salutary 
regulation, held out constantly to the admi- 


ration of those, who know how wisely it 
had been continually carried in full force, 
by the upright magistrates of those people, 
who have been universally, and for a very 


great length of time, esteemed and revered 


by the people ! 
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Sould government think the mode of 
taxing, for withholding grain too ſevere: 
I hope, and trust, that, without delay, 
some person or persons, of more abilities, 
will point out a proper mode; either by en- 
couraging the landholder, farmer, &c. to 
supply the markets regularly, or else, to 
promote general subscriptions for dealing 
out the grain at as low prices as possible: 
in order that the people may be, at least, 
favoured with the benefits resulting from a

1 HAD the 1 of addressing a letter 
to you, from hence, on the 13th of Sep- 


tember: I have all along been very uneasy 
in my mind, at seeing the prices of the ta 
of Le, sold at such immoderate rates, &c. 
to the great diſtreſs of the hoor and 
beohle ! insomuch, that on the 11th of

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July last, I consulted my friend Alderman 
Blundell, of Liverpool; and wrote to the 
Mayor of Liverpool, recommending an 
immediate ohen ſubſcription, in favour of 
the þoor there; ; for defraying the expences 
of fetching and bringing fresh herrings 
from the Isle of Man, and dealing them 
out to them, at prime coſt, (perhaps at the 
rate of 3, 4 to 5 for a penny) by good 
management in hopes thereby of lessen- 
ing the consumption of bread, butter, and 
 butcher's meat, and of course, lessening 
the prices of other articles! 


© bas entertained hopes, that the same 
would at least, have been tried: having 
some time ago, (when the voluntary con— 
tributions in aid of government were raised) 
taken to him, as the chairman of the com- 
mittee, for that purpose: upwards of 4ol. 
from a club at that place, where I have 
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been an inhabitant eight years. I also, 
took 18l. from the same club, to the com- 
mittee for raising subscriptions, in favour 
of the widows and orphans, after Admiral 
Lord Duncan's victory! 


Perceiving by the London papers, that 
the threats and risings of the people, (of 
that my native city !) appears very alarm- 
ing, I beg leave to point out to your Grace, 
the measures that were very prudently 
taken, on a similar occasion at Manches- 
ter, the goth of July, 1795; the printed 
minutes of which 1 have the honor to 
. $ubjoin : I was present and saw the light 
horse, enter the town from the barracks, 
and very happily, peace and good order, 
were sooner restored, than at first could 
ever have been imagined! 


I am very sorry, that the sight of

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corn injured and damaged by keeping and 
spoiling, of course, has irritated the pub- 
lic much: and about two weeks ago, a 
quantity of wheat going through this place, 
from Liverpool to Cheshire, exhibited a 
shocking sight, viz. numbers of weebles, (a

It is reported about the country, that, 

at Liverpool the Dantzick limits for sel- 
ling wheat are 188. per bushel; this! is not 
mended, by that article fetching here 6]. 48. 
per quarter, or 158. 6d. per bushel, and 
flour 4s. per dozen. 


The farmers instead of drinking ale 
as in former times, afford a further affront, 
by drinking wine at gs. 6d. per bottle! 
In former times, they would have been 


glad of butter-milk ; and ale would have 
been reckoned rather ; a luxury!

Having been a long time a volunteer, 


at the Fort at Liverpool, I think it incum- 


bent on me, to put government as much 
on their guard, as is possible to be done, as 
1 fear, that there are emissaries sent out, 
with bad intentions!

Many well informed persons have 
agreed with me, ever since 1756, that the 
vast influx of specie, &c. &c, from our 
conquests in the Cast Indies, Kc. K&c.; add 
to them, the many banks facilitating spe- 
culations, with holding, hoarding, &c. have 
done, what has been so long foretold, a 
manifest injury to the poor and the public 
at large, by raising the prices of most ar- 
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_ ticles, and the necessaries of life; and ve 
have long expetted, that general good order 
would be at length produced, from matters 
being brought to a pitch scarcely bearable; 


similar to a rope pulled too tight, may 
break! 


Remember here, that riches, luxury, 
and venality, were the ultimate ruin of 
Rome, and occasioned its very rapid down- 


fall! 


Let us, for instance, consider the case 
ol the very useful husbandman: his hand is 
daily employed for the benefit of us all;
